Doctors- t^ttjiii'i .yilry , much alarm- 
ed byi:the^rapia& increasfeg number 
of cqses of "heart disease" in children. 


Illness Is Weakening 


Heart disease ..may. mean several 


things. One is derangement due to 
nerve control. This condition often 
follows a serious illness. A child who 
has had a .long and serious illness 
should be watched very carefully for 
a long while" after he has apparently 
convalesced'/ Besides the heart mus- 
cle itself is often weakened by the 
germ poison, of the disease. 


Permanent5 'dilatation is not a fre- 


quent disease of childhood, because 
the heart of a child is elastic and the 
stretching .-/• a(ftto»,.-, an overexertion is 
likely -to sub"side,;in a well child. If 
the heart is weakened, however, these 
muscles may stay permanently dilated. 
Also there may be valvular imperfec- 
tions, or other trouble in the heart 
structure itself. 


It is1 very necersary therefore to 


prevent all .over-exertion after an ill- 
ness until the heart, sometimes long 
in returning to normal, may be/ trust- 
ed to do its work. 


We should think of hearts. All fear 


weakens them. It need not be a dog.

The author recently finished serving 


a term in a state penitentiary, and in 
this book he tells what life in that 
prison was like. And if one-tenth of 
his statements of fact are true, that 
prison ought to have a houscclcaning 
that would echo from one end of the 
country to the other. 


He shows as a prison that is anti- 


quated, over-crowded, so unsanitary 
that an ordinarily humane man would 
not confine an animal in it. He tells 
f tortures that would have made a 
punish inquisitotr envious. He tells 
f coldblooded murders committed on 
efenseless convicts by prison guards 


He asserts flatly' that the incredible 
ickening brutality which he describes 
xists with the knowledge and con 
ent of the prison warden. 
He doesn't name his prison. But he 
loes describe a fire which swept one 
ell-block and killed 
300 convicts—

f the authorities had been half-way

much to hold the disciples true after 
their downfall,. when, conscious of 
their weakness, and repentant, their 
souls' were still filled with the glory 
of hope and with the faith that re- 
vived in power as they realized that 
their Master was still living.

son is that we must not trust too much 
to the experiences of the upper room, 
but in the times of stress and strain, 
when' we are tempted and tried in 
daily life, we must look to the living 
presence of the Master to strengthen 
and'save us.

They 
open our eyes and make us think and 
we begin to take .precautions that oth- 
erwise would be overlooked.

What we need to do, I think; is to

Every time the heart is 
weakened it is just one little bit more 
susceptible to shock than it was be- 
:ore. Also very much, weakening tends 
to permanent heart trouble. 
. Doctors- t^ttjiii'i .yilry , much alarm- 
ed byi:the^rapia& increasfeg number 
of cqses of "heart disease" in children. 


Illness Is Weakening 


Heart disease ..may. mean several 


things. One is derangement due to 
nerve control. This condition often 
follows a serious illness. A child who 
has had a .long and serious illness 
should be watched very carefully for 
a long while" after he has apparently 
convalesced'/ Besides the heart mus- 
cle itself is often weakened by the 
germ poison, of the disease. 


Permanent5 'dilatation is not a fre- 


quent disease of childhood, because 
the heart of a child is elastic and the 
stretching .-/• a(ftto»,.-, an overexertion is 
likely -to sub"side,;in a well child. If 
the heart is weakened, however, these 
muscles may stay permanently dilated. 
Also there may be valvular imperfec- 
tions, or other trouble in the heart 
structure itself. 


It is1 very necersary therefore to 


prevent all .over-exertion after an ill- 
ness until the heart, sometimes long 
in returning to normal, may be/ trust- 
ed to do its work. 


We should think of hearts. All fear 


weakens them. It need not be a dog. 
Children have died from fear of a

Winning, is.,the most terrible and 
shocking book of the year. 


The author recently finished serving 


a term in a state penitentiary, and in 
this book he tells what life in that 
prison was like. And if one-tenth of 
his statements of fact are true, that 
prison ought to have a houscclcaning 
that would echo from one end of the 
country to the other. 


He shows as a prison that is anti- 


quated, over-crowded, so unsanitary 
that an ordinarily humane mnn would 
not confine an animal in it. He tells 
f tortures that would have made a 
punish inquisitotr envious. He tells 
f coldblooded murders committed on 
efenseless convicts by prison guards 


He asserts flatly' that the incredible 
ickening brutality which he describes 
xists with the knowledge and con 
ent of the prison warden. 
He doesn't name his prison. But he 
loes describe a fire which swept one 
ell-block and killed 
300 convicts— 


who, he says, could have been savcc 
f the authorities had been half-way 
rompt in unlocking their cells—am

the sauve grafters—are active 
in this country as never be- 
fore. With new schemes and 
,old, 
petty tricks and whole- 


sale plundering ,they are en- 
riching 'themselves annually 
by something like two and one 
half billion dollars — m o r e 
than 'the total income of our 
national government last year. 


Merciles always, .the white collar 


bindits -are particularly vicious - now, 
for the yare capitalizing the depress- 
ion, .bleeding .the last dollars from 
ttie poverty stricken and the.'unem- 
ployed. And, cunningly resourceful, 
thW are even takin .gadvantage of 
the Ne wDeal,-with its' promistes of 
new.jobs and rising markets, to Hnd 
credence to their crooked schemes. 
' No parson is safe from molestation 
by swindlers. And it is an axiom of 
the .gyp gentry that sometime, and 
in some .way, every .person is finan- 
cially vulnerable. For instance: Have 
yoU ever subscribed to a magazine 
that you never received? Have you 
paid a registeration fee to an agency 
ithat .promised to get you a job? Have 
you, 
as millions of others, joined one 


.of the chain selling schemes? Have 
you ever .paid for an investigation of 
;property?. Have .you contributed to 
the War Heroes Reimbursement Ss- 
isociation? or any other organization 
that you have never heard about. 


If you have it is quite possible you 


have 'been swindled. And if you have 
you have plenty -of company. About 
one out of every four adults in'the 
United States is on the sucker list 
one way or another. And from them 
the white collar bandits take a toll 
which, equally distributed, wiuld a- 
mount to approximately ?20 for -every 
man, 
wornan and child in the nation, 


potent agency opposing the fraud, 
because it relentlessly prosecutes the 
misuse of the mails, investigated more 
ithan six thousand schemes last year. 
The 'National Better Business Bureau, 
handled more than a half millon com- 
plaints at the same time. State attor- 
neys, general and municipal police 
naturally probed many other cases. 


In New York they used to sell the 


Brooklyn Bridge, gold bricks and the 
like. They still do. Visitors still pur- 
chase toll privileges for the Brooklyn 
and all the other bridges. Any time 
now the Empire State building may, 
be "sold" to visitors. Strre cars are 
being bought occasionally and money, 
making machines frequently. Many 
take lessons in Romany arithmetic by 
placing their money in bags held by 
gypsy women, to open the bags the 
next day and find not eve na thank- 
you note. 
More 'enterprising operatirs, how- 


ever, are selling whatever happens 
to be in the headlines. For several 
weeks ,gilt-edged shares of "Techno- 
cra,cy Preferred" were being snapped 
up like hot cakes. Today, the monetary 
system being mhat 
it is, 
printing 


presses are grinding out certificates 
of stock in mythical gold and silevr 
mines. There is an excellen market 
for nonexistent breweries. And there 
is a rumor to the effect that somebody 
is peddling shares 
in 
Roosevelt's 


"Brain Trust." 


Victims of such schemes are , of 


course, fools who would probably 
lose their money sooner or later any- 
way. 
But look at the more sinister 


side of the .picture, where 
faulty 


judgment is born of despera'tion.

The remedy is simple. Here are the 


rules given for avoiding unnecessary 
losses: 
1. Before you invest—investigat. 
••2. Deal only with reliable persons 


and firms.

4. Don't expect something for noth- 


ing.

• White collar bandits, the 


swindlers and confidence men, 
the mail-order' racketeers and 
the sauve grafters—are active 
in this country as never be- 
fore. With new schemes and 
,old, 
petty tricks and whole- 


sale plundering ,they are en- 
riching 'themselves annually 
by something like two and one 
half billion dollars — m o r e 
than 'the total income of our 
national government last year. 


Merciles always, .the white collar 


bindits -are particularly vicious - now, 
for the yare capitalizing the depress- 
ion, .bleeding .the last dollars from 
ttie poverty stricken and the.'unem- 
ployed. And, cunningly resourceful, 
thW are even takin .gadvantage of 
the Ne wDeal,-with its' promistes of 
new.jobs and rising markets, to Hnd 
credence to their crooked schemes. 
' No parson is safe from molestation 
by swindlers. And it is an axiom of 
the .gyp gentry that sometime, and 
in some .way, every .person is finan- 
cially vulnerable. For instance: Have 
yoU ever subscribed to a magazine 
that you never received? Have you 
paid a registeration fee to an agency 
ithat .promised to get you a job? Have 
you, 
as millions of others, joined one 


.of the chain selling schemes? Have 
you ever .paid for an investigation of 
;property?. Have .you contributed to 
the War Heroes Reimbursement Ss- 
isociation? or any other organization 
that you have never heard about. 


If you have it is quite possible you 


have 'been swindled. And if you have 
you have plenty -of company. About 
one out of every four adults in'the 
United States is on the sucker list 
one way or another. And from them 
the white collar bandits take a toll 
which, equally distributed, wiuld a- 
mount to approximately ?20 for -every 
man, 
wornan and child in the nation, 


potent agency opposing the fraud, 
because it relentlessly prosecutes the 
misuse of the mails, investigated more 
ithan six thousand schemes last year. 
The 'National Better Business Bureau, 
handled more than a half millon com- 
plaints at the same time. State attor- 
neys, general and municipal police 
naturally probed many other cases. 


In New York they used to sell the 


Brooklyn Bridge, gold bricks and the 
like. They still do. Visitors still pur- 
chase toll privileges for the Brooklyn 
and all the other bridges. Any time 
now the Empire State building may, 
be "sold" to visitors. Strre cars are 
being bought occasionally and money, 
making machines frequently. Many 
take lessons in Romany arithmetic by 
placing their money in bags held by 
gypsy women, to open the bags the 
next day and find not eve na thank- 
you note. 
More 'enterprising operatirs, how- 


ever, are selling whatever happens 
to be in the headlines. For several 
weeks ,gilt-edged shares of "Techno- 
cra,cy Preferred" were being snapped 
up like hot cakes. Today, the monetary 
system being mhat 
it is, 
printing 


presses are grinding out certificates 
of stock in mythical gold and silevr 
mines. There is an excellen market 
for nonexistent breweries. And there 
is a rumor to the effect that somebody 
is peddling shares 
in 
Roosevelt's 


"Brain Trust." 


Victims of such schemes are , of 


course, fools who would probably 
lose their money sooner or later any- 
way. 
But look at the more sinister 


side of the .picture, where 
faulty 


judgment is born of despera'tion. 


A trplcal-example Of a crooked em- 


I ployment Agency was the Borman 
' 'Personnel Service, .of Philadelphia. 


It Offered positions and took cash de- 
posits ranging form ?5 to several hun- 
dred dollars from applicants. 


Ten they are home-wark schemes, 


many of the mrackets that prey on the 
shut-ins. The poor widow and the 
mother who empties her little hoard 
of dimes and quarters to get start- 
ed in a trade whicji she believes will 
pmyidea few extra dollars for her 
childrens' comfort, laterally hundreds 
of mulching methods resembling all 
these Jiavs been devised. ,Tbe National 
Setter BusiflSSS Bureau g^j Jt, njany, 
breaches, which, ere fM»aeed 


rby reputable business concerns, are 


constantly investigating shady prac- 
tices.. Many actions arc taken by the 
courts, but many rackets go into ex- 
istence and are out again before any 
action can be taken. 


What to do about it? Educate the 


potential victims. That isthe answer. 


The 
unemployed, because 
their 


needs are so great and their hopes so 
easily aroused are. the particular prey 
of swindlers. 


The remedy is simple. Here are the 


rules given for avoiding unnecessary 
losses: 
1. Before you invest—investigat. 
••2. Deal only with reliable persons 


and firms. 


3. Don't try to get rich quick 
4. Don't expect something for noth- 


ing.

5. Read and study contracts before 


you sign them. 
6. Never rely on strangers',promises. 


.,7. Think it over,before you act. 


8. Never speculate -with money you 


can't :afford to lose

When we go to market for fruits and 


vegetables a combination of accurate 
knowledge and good luck is called for. 
Every huckster and grocer arranges his 
wares to look their best and it's only 
the canny shopper who-discovers the 
blemish if'there be one. 


There are certain conditions and 


qualities pertaining to some season- 
able .fruits and vegetables which the 
experienced housewife should recog- 
nize. 
. Pineapples, strawberries and cher- 
ries are most plentiful during June 
and each of these fruits has some def- 
inie characteristic which will help the 
marketer to make good purchases. 


Pineapples present little difficulty

NEW YORK.—After watching Max 


Schmeling and Max Baer in their 
raining camps, in the ring and out, 
'or several days, it is my guess that 
Schmeling will win from the Liver- 
more Larruper at Yankee Stadium the 
night of June 8. 


Baer is a tough hombre. It is his 


>oast that he has not been knocked 
off his feet in four years of fighting 
during which he has met such men 
as Paulino, Scaaf, Griffith, Levinsky, 
Loughran and Risko. 


But, inasmuch as he lost to Riskc, 


Paulino and Loughran, his record of 
having remained in a perpendicular 
position loses some of its luster. 


Baer's ability to take a terrific punch 


and keep coming makes it appear that 
Schmeling will not knock him out. It 
is my guess both will be on their feet 
and fighting at the end of 15 rounds, 
Schmeling the winner by perhaps ten 
rounds to five. 


The Short Punch 


Now that's going pretty far in the 


way of a prediction, and there should 
be substantial reasons to back it up. 


Baer's training camp activities have 


been aimed toward, the development 
of short punches. 37he camp is of the 
opinion that Schmeling will come 
walking in, - and with this idea, the 
California boy is being taught a chop- 
py style to be used against the ex- 
champion. 


Somehow I can't see that kind of 


fight beating Schemling. He is too 
much of a short hitter himself. Shar- 
key will testify that the German can 
administer an .awful wallop that trav- 
els only a few inches. It was only by 


kept sticking in Schmeling's face to 
keep him away that the Boston gob 
saved himself from being knocked out 
in their last fight. 


And, while it is true that Schmel- 


ing keeps coming in, he has so im- 
proved his defense that in the last 
workout I saw at his training, camp, 
he showed 1 ricks worthy of a Tunney 
in blocking and rolling.

I last proposal referred to the states by 


I congress • during that fatuous period 
when we imagined that the remedy 
for every reform was an amendment 
to the constitution. Prohibition' had 
been written into the constitution, the 
child labor amendment was drafted 
and rcferred-and there was talk of 
prohibiting smoking. 


But between the time congress ap- 


proved the child labor amendment 
and the various states began voting on 
It, the increasing evidence of 1|hc 
failure of the 18th amendment fright- 
ened the people and caused them 'to 
turn against this latest proposal. 


Arkansas' legislature approved the 


child labor amendment. This writer, 
then at El Dorado, composed some 
sharp editorials against it. But after 
several years, the amendment appears 
to have failed of ratification. Only 12 
of the 48 states have approved, and it

You read on today's front page that 


the pope has excomunicated the gov- 
ernment of 'Spain for seizing church 
property. 


But times aren't what they used to 


be in Spain. The new republic marches 
on, 
exiling nobility 
and 
defying 


church edicts. The people of Spain 
in effect say that the church meddled 
too much with the old government— 
so the people killed the old govern- 
ment. 


There is a little bit of Spain in ev- 


ery nation. 


The thing that our forefathers ter- 


ribly feared was interference of the 
organized church in the affairs of 
government. They feared not only for 
the government but for the church it- 
self. 


Like all institutions the true power 


of the church lies not in its numbers, 
which are relatively unimpressive, but 
in the influence of its ideals, which 
all men recognize to be good. 


Thus, the power of the church as a 


voting unit in America is far less than 
the power of its influence as a moral 
standard which men outside its fold 
equally respect and admire. There 
are in the United States only a little 
more than 30 million church members 
of all denominations, Protestant and 
Catholic, in a total population of 120 
million. 


The ideals behind this 25 per cent 


guide the nation. 


But every time the church is placed 


in the direct line of fire of votes, its 
ideals are depreciated, and it suffers 
eventual defeat trying to drive that 
majority it had been instructed to 
lead.

bonds was made by the 1933 legisla- 
ture, and the further charge that the 
terms of the original purchase agree- 
ment, whereby the maturities and in- 
terest were to be met from tolls col- 
lected at the bridge has been violated. 


The agreement was to place all tolls 


in a sinking fund for bond retirement, 
but since then road and bridge rev- 
enues were ordered impounded for the 
payment of outstanding highway obli- 
gations. 


The DeValls Bluff span was acquir- 


e by the state from private owners 
October 21, 1930, and the bonds assum- 
ed by the state run until 1943 at an 
interest rate of six per cent. 


The original issue was $463,000, but 


during the past two years $37,000 of 
principal has been retired.

Third street paving on No. 67 was 
thrown open to traffic 'Saturday, bring- 
ing tourists into Hope from Texar- 
kana without detour.
